Lilly told to query administration

To add to the impact of the 
letter, it was signed by all 
seven board members and was 
hand delivered by Sandra

Langley read the letter at 
the Romulus School Board 
meeting. . 

lne session was conducted 
as usual at the same time as 
the Romulus City Council 
meeting and thus no media 
representative was in atten- 
dance and no cable television 
coverage was offered. 

The limited knowledge of 
this school board latest action 
added fuel to the cry that the 
school board and council 
meetings should be conducted 
on different nights. 

“ The Feb. 24 board letter re- 
ported that the board had met 
on Feb. 21 (minus Bedell) and 
discussed various district 
issues. 

Langley revealed that the 
over riding issue that surfaced 
at that meeting was accoun- 
tability. 

“The board really pulled to- 
gether on this matter,” Langley 
said, and demanded that an 
answer be given to the board 
members at the upcoming 
March 13 meeting. 

Langley said the school 
trustees feel “Romulus stu- 
dents deserve the very best” 
and as a board wants to work 
as a team with the administra- 
tion and teaching staff to guar- 
antee that supreme efforts will 
be made to accomplish that 
desire.” 

An informational glitch ap- 
parently developed, as Bedell 
revealed that a new tenure sys- 
tem was completed recently 
and a new teacher evaluation 
program was started earlier 
this year. 

Information on both new 
programs will be outlined to 
the board at the next meeting. 

Langley said she has been 
in conversation with Bedell in 
the past week and “he is fully 
prepared to provide the infor- 
mation we are requesting.” 


After another heated de- 
bate on a home that veteran 
Councilman Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry obtained in 1990, critic-tax- 
payer R.P. Lilly was told to get 
whatever permit discrepancy 
information he needed from 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
the city building department. 

Lilly has been complaining 
in recent weeks that Raspbe- 
rry needs to display a proper 
site plan for the home he ob- 
tained from Best Way Recyc- 
ling Inc. in 1990, as well as 
various permits and a certifi- 
cate of occupancy. 

Monday night he com- 
plained to Councilman Ellis 
Pennington, “I’ve done every- 
thing that you asked me to do 
in the past to get the council to 
act on this issue. An yet you 
still are dressing me down for 
the action.” 

Pennington insisted that the 


council’s role in city govern- 
ment is to create the ordi- 
nances and it is the 
administration’s role to en- 
force them. 

“If the Building Department 
sees permit violations, then it 
should act to enforce the city’s 
laws,” the councilman said. 

Pennington said he agreed 
with Lilly and other RECAP 
members that no council mem- 
ber or city employee should be 
exempt from the law, but he 
strongly explained to Lilly, 
“You are asking the wrong peo- 
ple to address this issue.” 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks also advised Lilly to 
consult with members of the 
McAnally administration if he 
is seeking any investigation 
into the Raspberry house pur- 
chase, move and permit 
process. 

Councilman William Wad- 
sworth said he feels that some- 
one is trying to hide something

in this matter. He urged 
McAnally and the city building 
department to supply the 
council with some type of re- 
port on this matter, so that the 
council meetings can get be- 
yond the house issue. 

Raspberry complained that 
he didn’t like the innuendoes 
presented by Lilly on this 
matter. 

He held up what was listed 
as a site plan filed with Wayne 
County and claimed he had all 
the permits needed on the 
matter. But insisted that he did 
not need to answer Lilly on 
wha f he considered his per- 
sonal life issues. 

“By continually battling 
with me, you are not getting 
the well issue solved. And as I 
have said repeatedly in the 
past, I am not a spokesman for 
EDS.

Mayor Beverly McAnally en- 
thusiastically passed on to the 
Romulus City Council Romulus 
Roman Publisher Mike 
Wilcox’s offer to serve as medi- 
ator in the current deep well 
dispute Monday night. 

Wilcox sent the letter dated 
March 3 to McAnally stating, “I 
think it would be very helpful 
if you or a representative cho- 
sen by the City Council were to 
sit down with Doug Wicklund 
(president of Environmental 
Disposal Systems) or a repre- 
sentative of EDS and try to ne- 
gotiate a settlement to this 
issue.” 

Wilcox added, “I believe 
nothing is to be gained by ei- 
ther party if the present course 
continues - mudslinging, frivo- 
lous lawsuits, etc.” 

The local publisher said, “I 
make this offer, not because I 
have anything to gain by the 
resolution of this conflict, but 
because I would like to see the 
city get on with other oppor- 
tunities that will have a far 
greater impact on the well be- 
ing of this great city. 

“I am not an accomplished 
mediator. I am only a neutral 
party that believes good can be 
accomplished if the two sides 
are informally brought to- 
gether,” Wilcox’s letter 
concluded. 

McAnally told the council 
Monday night that she had in- 
cluded “Wilcox’s generous of- 
fer” in their packets and urged 
them to read the letter and de- 
cide what step the city should 
take in the matter. 

“I have not had much suc- 
cess with these people (EDS),” 
McAnally said, “and thus await 
your decision.” 

The first citizen speaker of 
the night, Dorothy Nessler, 
also spoke on the need for the 
city to compromise on the well

issue and make the best of a 
bad situation. 

Otherwise, Nessler said, 
“Romulus could possibly face 
bankruptcy or annexation.” 

Numerous others spoke out 
forcefully and sometimes an- 
grily at the meeting despite the 
requests by some to stop the 
finger pointed and name 
calling. 

One speaker compared 
Wicklund with Iraq leader 
Saddam Hussein and another 
complained of the danger of 
chemicals such as Agent Or- 
ange during the Vietnam War 
days. 

Debby Romak, a member of 
Romulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP) 
group, concluded the meeting 
by showing the public some 
creative uses for pro-injection 
well advertisements. 

“First my daughter used the 
paper to cut out paper dolls, 
and my son made airplanes. 
My favorites though,” Romak 
said, “are lining bird cages 
and using them to train 
puppies.”

The search for a new super- 
intendent of the Wayne-West- 
land School District, to fill the 
void left by resigning Superin- 
tendent Larry J. Thomas 
continues.

Other qualifications sought 
out by the board include 
strong interpersonal skills 
with exceptional abilities in 
listening, verbal and written 


communication. 

The position will require 
residency within the school 
district. According to school 
board Trustee Patricia Brown, 
applications were received 
from Ohio, Virginia, Illinois, 
Arizona, and the majority from 
Michigan. 

“We received an average nu- 
mber of applications that a su- 
perintendent search would 
bring in,” said Brown. 

Candidates were contacted 
about the open position 
through brochures mailed to 
universities, school boards, 
the superintendents associa- 
tion, and through individual 
contacts. 

The interview process will 
begin March 22, 23, and 24.

Testing

Two different types of fenc- 
ing will be installed around 
the old dump site near Wick 
School, according to the city 
Emergency Management Coor- 
dinator Margaret LeDuc. 

The council approved the 
letting for bids on the fence 
project also. 

The city will need to pur- 
chase 4,700 feet of snow fenc- 
ing and 1,550 feet of chain link 
fence, LeDuc told the council 
Monday night. It was stressed 
that the city should seek the 
return of the snow fencing at 
the end of the old dump site 
clean-up project, LeDuc said. 

Karen Thomas, project 
manager of the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources, Emergency Response 
at the Wick School Dump Site, 
reported that Phase I of the 
clean-up program was con- 


ducted on Feb. 17 20. 

Thomas said that the DNR 
was pleased that the clean-up 
did not find too many old bar 
rels and chemicals under- 
ground in this first test period. 

The 15 or 20 samples found 
and collected, Thomas said, 
were send to laboratories and 
results should be returned in 
about four weeks. 

LeDuc said the DNR “had 
anticipated numerous drums 
could have been buried in this 
location, since the ground was 
uneven and hilly.” 

Phase II will then include 
removing and properly dispos- 
ing of the drums and nearby 
soils off of the site. 

During the removal, con- 
tractors will be taking samples 
of wastes (such as discolored 
soils or sludges in drums) to 
help identify their characteris- 
tics and determine if they are 
hazardous, LeDuc said. 

The schedule for Phase II 


will not be announced until 
the results of Phase 1 are back. 

While there is no way to say 
exactly how long the emer- 
gency clean-up will take, 
LeDuc said, the DNR expects 
the clean-up to require at least 
several months. 

Thomas said while no date 
has been set for the clean-up, 
it probably would be done 
over the summer school 
holiday. 

Thomas Pickert of the 
Wayne County Environmental 
Health Division said two wells 
on Ecorse Road, one house 
and one auto repair business 
have been sampled. 

The samples have been sent 
to the lab and results should 
be received in a few weeks, 
Pickert said. 

He also said if the results of 
the tested wells come back 
hazardous, he would instruct 
the homeowner about the pos- 
sible dangers of the well. 


Mayor encouraged by survey

Mayor Beverly McAnally re- 
ported the results of her re- 
cent survey on whether the 
city should pursue its battle 
against the deep well project 
were very encouraging. 

McAnally said she received 
more than 400 responses from 
private citizens, most who do 
not usually attend the Monday 
night council sessions. The 
overwhelming majority fa- 
vored continuing the legal bat- 
tle and were opposed to having 
a deep well located within the 
city of Romulus, she said. 

About a dozen or so sup- 
ported the operation of a deep 
well project, the mayor said. 

McAnally shared the notes 
written on the ballots, both 
those for or against the well. 

A sampling of the comments 
of those against the well 
included: 

•“I would like to confront 
Jimmie Raspberry and I be- 
lieve I’m not the only one who 
was upset by his letter.”

•“Keep the faith, take care 
of yourself and call us if you 
need us.” 

•“You have our 100 percent 
support. Keep up the good 
work.” 

•“We have lived in Romulus 
for over 50 years and don’t 
want trucks loaded with waste 
on our streets. Let Canada and 
other places take care of their 
own.” 

•“Don’t let them wear you 
down, keep the faith. Sooner 
or later they will do something 
illegal, if they haven’t already 
and then the Feds will get 
them.” 

•“The city is already well 


known for Metro Airport and 
the home of the Landing Strip 
topless bar. Let’s not be known 
as the dumping ground for 
toxic waste too.” 

•“If EDS President Mr. 
Wicklund wants to move his 
family and become a Romulus 
resident, I might change my 
mind against the well.” 

Meanwhile those in favor of 
the well said: 

•“Go ahead with the well 
and quit wasting our tax 
money.” 

•“The city did too little too 
late.” 

•“Drop it. Put the money in 
the roads. They are a 
disgrace.” 

McAnally also praised EDS 
for recently publishing her 
phone number and those of 
the council members. 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks and Councilmen Will- 
iam Wadsworth, Randolph 
Gear and Michael Prybyla also 
said they received 15 or more 
phone calls on the well issue 
and all but one or two were 
supportive of the city’s actions.

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The Mega Conference, 
downriver’s high school 
version of the Big 10, has 
seemingly stepped over 
the edge with their re- 
fusal to admit Suburban 
Athletic Conference 
teams to their roster. 

In case you missed our front page last week, the 
Mega Conference is being sued by a student at Ro- 
bichaud High School for the huge sum of $25 million. 
The suit accuses the Mega Conference of racial dis- 
crimination and depriving the student of opportuni- 
ties guaranteed to him by the equal protection clause 
of the state and federal constitutions. 

Certainly, I do not condone an opportunistic law- 
suit of this type, however, the suit has brought a situa- 
tion to light that should not exist, and that appears to 
be the separation of athletic conferences in this coun- 
ty by race. The Mega Conference’s participants are 
nearly 100 percent Caucasian. The Suburban Athletic 
Conference’s participants are mostly African-Ameri- 
can. 

The Suburban Athletic Conference is breaking up. 
Oak Park is joining another conference and Romulus 
has been admitted to the Mega, albeit after threaten- 
ing a lawsuit. Now Inkster, Ecorse and Robichaud 
would like to climb aboard the Mega so that it can 
play neighboring schools versus traveling 50 miles to 
find an opponent. However, the Mega kingpins are 
against adding new members, citing a plethora of rea- 
sons, but denying the obvious - the racial make-up of 
the school requesting entrance. 

With the exception of the Detroit Public Schools 
League and a couple of notable exceptions (Canton, 
Glenn, Salem, etc.), all Wayne County Schools are ei- 
ther members of the Mega or Suburban Athletic Con- 
ference. It would be a darn shame if the old Subur- 
ban schools were forced to look toward another coun- 
ty in which to play. The Mega has a great opportunity 
to unite Western Wayne and downriver schools into 
one massive conference, thus ending the segregated 
situation that now exists. 

Our Sports Editor Tom Mooradian, goes one step 
further. It is his vision to one day see the Detroit Pub- 
lic Schools League merging with the Mega, creating 
one conference for the entire county, much like Oak- 
land County did a couple of years ago. 

I know many of us would find this vision appalling. 
However, if we truly want a society where one’s racial 
make-up is unimportant, then we must begin teaching 
this is our schools. Right now, we’re taught the largely 
African-American Detroit schools are to only play 
their own kind, and vice-versa with the largely Cau- 
casian suburban schools. 

The Mega Conference can help end this segrega- 
tion. The Mega Conference has the opportunity to 
play ball with neighboring schools. Dearborn Heights 
Robichaud could be aligned with Dearborn Crest- 
wood, Dearborn Edsel Ford, Dearborn Fordson and 
Dearborn High, schools within 10 miles but which 
rarely challenge Robichaud on the playing field. 

Let’s not allow race to taint our thinking. Let’s do 
what’s best for our children. In this case, the logical 
decision is to expand the Mega to include those West- 
ern Wayne schools that want to join. 

Old methods 
may have merit 

While we support technology and innovation in our 
area schools, we can’t help but wonder if some of the 
traditional methods may have merit. 

We were somewhat taken back to learn that a Texas 
elementary school, located in a poor area, has boost- 
ed its test scores with “old fashioned” methods - 
memorization and repetition coupled with strict clas- 
room discipline. 

There is no question that we must prepare for the 
21st Century by supplying our students with up-to- 
date technology, but, perhaps, we need to re-evaluate 
some of the “old” methods. 

We hope that, when we threw away all of the out- 
dated methods of teaching we didn’t also “throw out 
the baby with the bath water.” 
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Historic home 
purchase defended 

To the editor: 

This letter is in response 
to Mr. Daley’s letter of con- 
cern recently published in 
your paper. This information 
was taken from the annual 
Historic District Commission 
(HDC) report to the Canton 
Township board, and our 
history of this project. 

During the year of 1984/85 
the Canton Township board 
pursued the purchase of a 
20-acre site in the Cherry 
Hill Village. This coincided 
with obtaining the Cherry 
Hill School from the Ply- 
mouth-Canton School Dis- 
trict for restoration under 
the direction of (former) Su- 
pervisor James Poole. 

At the time, the HDC and 
the Township envisioned a 
Greenfield Village- type use 
for the 20 acres with the 
Cherry Hill School serving as 
an anchor for activities (i.e. 
classroom lectures, events, 
use by the public). 

To accomplish that, the 
HDC initiated a “savings ac- 
count” with the township to 
provide funds to save endan- 
gered buildings and bring 
them to the 20-acre site. 

Shortly, the opportunity 
was offered to Canton by Ken 
Dividock, a local realtor, to 
move the Bartlett-Travis 
house (B-T house). So in 
1989, Canton and the HDC 
obtained an Outstate Equity

Grant of $50,000, matched 
with township funds - to 
move and stabilize the B-T 
house to the 20 acres. Which 
we did, and, yes, there was 
much fan-fare! 

It (1989) was a busy year 
for the HDC. We were in the 
process of finishing the 
Cherry Hill School, (also part 
of an Outstate Equity grant 
and GM/UAW Job Share 
Bank program) which 
opened in October 1989; 
Canton purchased the Shel- 
don School (using funds from 
reprogrammed CDBG 
monies allocated to the 
Michigan Avenue Corridor); 
researching and document- 
ing the plan to preserve 
Cherry Hill Village and des- 
ignate it a local historic dis- 
trict. 

It was during that time, 
that the HDC determined 
that moving additional 
structures to create a Green- 
field Village at the 20-acre 
site was far too expensive 
and didn’t generate the ac- 
tivity level we desired for 
this project. The HDC felt it 
was inappropriate to dupli- 
cate efforts made by Green- 
field Village, the Northville 
Mill Race and Livonia’s 
Greenmeade. 

Cherry Hill was a living 
community and didn’t need 
to be duplicated in an artifi- 
cial setting. A similar deci-

sion drove the use of Cherry 
Hill School in consideration 
of the efforts made for the 
Geer School. So we chose a 
different path to preserve for 
Canton a remnant of its his- 
tory. 

We began this by stabiliz- 
ing both the B-T House and 
the Sheldon School with 
new roofs, new chimneys, 
and boarding up the win- 
dows. The HDC determined 
that since Sheldon School 
had funds available for its 
restoration, we would begin 
with it. Canton and the HDC 
had plans drawn for both 
projects by preservation ar- 
chitects, obtained through 
the approved bidding 
process. Sheldon was com- 
pleted in 1993, and an open 
house was held. Many of the 
students from Sheldon were 
invited and all were pleased 
with its revitalization. 

The Washtenaw Child and 
Family Services began rent- 
ing the building that same 
year. Rental monies received 
go to maintain the building 
and grounds. The directors 
of the HUD program (CDBG 
funds) in our area are de- 
lighted with this project. Us- 
ing these monies saved the 
Township from loosing a 
portion of its CDBG funds en- 
dangered of being recap- 
tured if not used (much as we 
have seen in the news lately), 
and served to reduce blight

Going for the gold 

Westland figure skaters train for the 1 998 Olympic games 


I really wanted to play hockey , but my 
parents wouldn’t let me. They told me I 
could figure skate. 


One thin blade dances 
about in a circular motion with 
the precision of a hawk barely 
skimming the wet hard 
surface-ice. 

Less than two feet away is a 
mirror image of the blade fol- 
lowing every move of its 
shadow. 

Side by side the two twist 
and turn creating a floating 
music box of two dancers hav- 
ing a beginning and regretfully 
an end. 

That describes the beauty of 
national junior pair ice skat- 
ing champions Danielle and 
Steve Hartsell of Westland. 
The brother and sister team 
captured the hearts of the 
judges recently during the U.S. 
Figure Skating champion- 
ships. 

Danielle, 14, and Steve, 17, 
have been skating together for 
more than six years. They 
made the commitment to com- 
pete as a couple when Dan- 
ielle was only 6 years old and 
her brother 9 years old. They 
never looked back. 

“I started playing hockey 
when I was 4 years old and 
then when Danielle was 3-and- 
a-half years old she wanted to 
skate too,” said Steve Hartsell. 
“When I was about 8 years old, 
my sister’s coach talked me 
into taking skating lessons to 
improve my hockey skills. By

the end of the summer I de- 
cided I wanted to start figure 
skating.” 

Three years later, Hartsell’s 
hockey coach asked him to 
choose between playing with 
sticks and a puck or skating 
with his sibling. He stood by 
his family. 

Danielle, a Marshall Junior 
High student in the Wayne- 
Westland School District, said 
she always had a passion for 
the ice. She skated solo in her 


younger years. 

“I really wanted to play 
hockey, but my parents 
wouldn’t let me,” Hartsell said. 
“They told me I could figure 
skate.” 

The brother and sister have 
a very unique bond. As Steve 
Hartsell describes it, he is the 
business mind in the duo and 
his sister is the creative ge- 
nius. 

“I’m more of the business 
end of the team,” Hartsell said. 
“My sister is more of the show- 
man of the team. She is better 
at presentation.” 


Their minds are in sync, 
however, not only on the ice. 
When asked questions during 
the interview with Michigan 
Community Newspapers, the 
brother and sister would look 
at each other before they an- 
swered as if to read the other’s 
mind 

The Westland teens practice 
three to four hours a day, six 
days a week at the Detroit 
Skating Club in Bloomfield 
Hills and in Garden City. Their 
next big competition will pre- 
paring for the 1998 Olympics. 

“We’ll probably do an inter- 
national competition this sum- 


mer and then Junior World in 
November,” said Steve Hart- 
sell. “Junior World will proba- 
bly be one of the most 
important competitions this 
year because with us finishing 
second last year we’ll probably 
be the favorites going in this 
year.” 

Even if the skating pair 
doesn’t make it in the 1998 
Olympics, they already know 
they want to compete in the 
2002 Olympics. 

When asked if one has bet- 
ter skating ability over the 
other, both the brother and sis- 
ter said they have about the 
same talent and commitment. 

“I think we have an easier 
time skating together because 
we are brother and sister,” 
said Danielle Hartsell. 

In order to perfect their aes- 
thetic skills on ice, the West- 
land youths take ballet classes 
at the rink. 

“We also do aerobics and 
work with weights to improve 
our strength,” said Danielle 
Hartsell. 

Besides excelling on the ice, 
the Hartsells are also scholas- 
tic achievers at their schools. 
Danielle has a 4.0 grade point 
at Marshall, and Steve main- 
tains a 3.3 grade point at John 
Glenn. How do they do it all? 

“Well, we usually do our 
homework in the car to and 


from skating practice,” said 
the 14-year-old. “And we also 
stay up late.” 

For their mother and father, 
however, the commitment to 
encourage their children to 
reach for their dreams has 
gone beyond more than a few 
words of support. 

The parents, Georgia and 
Lawrence Hartsell, have sacri- 
ficed quite a bit including the 
time the family spends with 
the children. The mother 
works at the rink where the 
children skate which allows 
her to spend more time with 
the teens. 

The father, however, only 
sees his children about one 
hour each day. He works two 
jobs around the clock to sup- 
port his children’s dream. 

“We spend about $40,000 a 
year to have them on the ice,” 
said Georgia Hartsell. “I’m 
very strict, however, about 
them staying in school while 
they skate because some don’t, 
and I believe they need some- 
thing to fall back on.” 

As the brother and sister 
figure skating team train to 
achieve their goal of becoming 
a 1998 Olympic figure skating 
team member, they are sure of 
one thing. If they win the gold, 
it will definitely represent an 
achievement of the entire 
Hartsell family.

Stickers, shirts blast trial of the century a media ‘circus’

| Sick of O.J.? 

• Bruce Jones is, and he is do- 
ibg something about it. 

: The Romulus resident is 
marketing “Sick of OJ“ 
T-shirts, sweatshirts, and 
bumper stickers to provide 
O.J. overdose victims a way to 
show their disgust for the me- 
dia event of the century. 

“Money is not my motiva- 
tion,” Jones said, who is moti- 
vated by memories of another 
tfial. 

; “On Feb. 22, 1994, my 21- 
year-old son Christopher was 
shot in the back and killed by a 
15 year-old in Romulus. The 
tfial came down to all the legal 
maneuverings in the court- 
room,” Jones said. 

* ^The clown got off with man- 
slaughter instead of murder 
because the judge concluded 
thSt the killer only brought a 
22-cal. gun with him, and that 
someone intent on committing 
murder would have brought a 
hjgher caliber weapon. 

“I see the same kind of legal 
maneuverings going on in 
O.J.’s trial. The trial is a depic- 
tion of how sick our legal sys- 
tem is. It looks to me like you 
can get away with anything if 
you have a lot of money.” 

But Jones sees one silver 
lining. “It might wake up peo- 
ple to what happens in our 


courtrooms." he said. 

The “Sick of OJ” campaign 
is the recent creation of J ones’ 
friend, Gary Wilson, a Grosse 
Pointe Farms attorney. 

“I’m sick of the media 
circus,” he said. “As a criminal 
case, it’s only one of hundreds 
of thousands of felonies 
charged every year. Hell, in its 
heyday of violence, Detroit 
alone posted over six hundred 
murders in a single year.” 

“So what’s the big deal 
about this one?” 

Nauseated that trial news 
and gossip is replacing “real 
news affecting real people 
with real problems," Wilson is 
hoping to build up a backlash 
against it. 

“I honestly believe that if 
enough of us rise up to be 
heard, this ridiculous and irri- 
tating spectacle might come to 
a halt. At least we can try,” he 
said. 

In addition to buying shirts 
and bumper stickers, he urges 
followers to spread the word, 
to stop listening to the news 
stories, and to stop buying the 
tabloids. 

“If you want to discuss 
something, discuss events that 
actually matter,” he said. “Sup- 
port causes that have a posi- 
tive impact on people’s lives 
instead of wasting your breath 
and precious time on this pa- 
thetic Hollywood fiasco.”

Four challenges face par- 
ents who are raising children 
in the 1990s, according to an 
educator from Wayne State 
University. 

T>r. Sharon Elliott, assistant 
defcn of the WSU College of 
Education, shared her views 
onichildren and family in- 
volvement with members of 
the YWCA of Western Wayne 
County at its Feb. 28 annual 
meeting. 

“Never before has there 
been a more difficult time to 
raise children,” Elliott told the 
group. 

“There are four challenges 
for parents and supporters of 
fijrriilies,” she said, “and sup- 
porters of families includes 
each of us.” 

First, she said, parents must 
provide children with uncon- 
ditional love, but that love 
must be accompanied by 
teaching the child respect and 
responsibility. 

“We must love them and al- 
lotjv them freedom to grow and 
tj-ust, and also to respect peo- 
ple,” Elliott said. “Provide 
guidance and don’t discipline 
too much and too hard.” 

- Secondly, children must 
have a safe and healthy envi- 
ronment in which to live. 

>”“It is easier when the child 
i> young, but when they move 
Up in age, it becomes harder. 
As the child matures, he en- 
counters the temptations of 
the world and those with dif- 
ferent values,” Elliott said. 


“Sometimes, children who 
have the best parents go 
astray. It can be a matter of 
good luck that children aren’t 
led astray,” she said. “When 
children have needs that we 
can’t deal with, then we must 
reach out to friends, school, or- 
ganizations and churches. 
And, we must be willing to 
reach out to other children in 
need of guidance.” 

The third challenge, Elliott 
said, is to provide a good role 
model for all children - our 
own and others. 

“Children need people to 
look up to. We need to be there 
to offer help, and also to ask 
for help when we need it,” she 
said. 

Elliott sees the fourth chal- 
lenge as allowing the child to 
develop and grow and accom- 
plish. 

“The young are eager to 
learn, and they learn by doing. 
The parent (or the person who 
cares for the child) is the first 
and most important teacher,” 
Elliott said. “Teach the child 
how to behave and stress the 
importance of education. Help 
the child to grow. 

“My final message is that it 
is not an easy time to be a par- 
ent and raise children. We all 
want to do well in the role,” 
Elliott said, noting that she is 
aware of at least 10 YWCA- 
sponsored program that can 
aid children and families to 
face the challenges.

Belleville road widening considered

The widening of Belleville 
Road, between Tyler Road and 
the Interstate-94 North Service 
Drive, seems assured now that 
Wayne County has provided 
funds to pay for pre-construc- 
tion engineering. 

“We are going to improve 
and widen the section in 1996, 
providing the county allocates 


the construction money," said 
Supervisor David Jacokes, af- 
ter County Commissioner 
Bruce Patterson informed him 
that the engineering funds 
were available. 

Engineers will also line up 
Denton Road and Liberty 
Street, Jacokes said. 

But, before the road work 
can begin, the right-of-ways 
must be purchased from busi- 
nesses and property owners 
along the strip. The Downtown 


Development Authority will 
try to negotiate and purchase 
the necessary easements, 
using money captured from 
property taxes, Jacokes said. 

In the future, Jacokes said 
he expects the widening to 
continue from Tyler north to 
Ecorse Road as part of the pro- 
posed trade port project. 

“Eventually, Sumpter Road 
may also be five lanes,” Jac- 


okes said. 

However, the city portion of 
Belleville Road will most 
likely avoid being widened. As 
ownership of Main Street is 
being transferred from Wayne 
County to Belleville, the city 
will gain control of the road. 
Also, the cost of purchasing 
the right-of-way from busi- 
nesses fronting Main Street 
would probably be prohibitive 
and most likely destroy the ex- 
isting buildings.

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Sentencing set for Wayne 
man accused of possession

A Wayne man is expected to 
be sentenced this week for 
simple drug possession of less 
than .25 grams before Detroit 
Wayne County Recorder’s 
Court Judge Prentis Edwards. 

Jonathon Baker, 35, was ac- 
cused of possession with intent 
to distribute cocaine. He was 
arrested by Wayne police as a 
result of an undercover inves- 
tigation. 

Inkster attorney Steven 
Bullock, who represented 
Baker was satisfied with the 
jury verdict stating that the

Texas Regimented school 
program becomes successful

Classrooms feature rapid- 
fire drills and strict discipline, 
and the results of this "old 
fashioned” learning are rai 
sing eyebrows in the educa- 
tional systems across the 
nation. 

In a 99 percent poor school 
district in Texas, fifth-graders 
are reading Shakespeare and 
Steinbeck, and pupils in early 
grades are able to recite all 50 
states and their capitals. 

What is even more spectacu 
lar is that the system has re- 
sulted in lower drop out rates 
and higher graduation and col- 
lege entry scores, and its test 
scores are among the top 25 
percent porfile in Texas. 

Daily, approximately 30 visi- 
tors visit the Wesley Elemen- 
tary School in Houston, Texas, 
to witness the massive educa- 
tional and disciplinary 
changes that have occurred 
within the school since conser- 
vative Principal Thaddeus 
Lott took over 17 years ago. 

Romulus Superintendent 
Dr. William Bedell, four state 
board of education members 
and a state senator were 
among recent visitors to the 


unique school. 

The success of Lott’s pro- 
gram along with low local stu- 
dent Michigan Education 
Assessment Program (MEAP) 
test scores will help create a 
lively debate on the drastic 
changes needed in the Ro- 
mulus School District, Bedell 
said. 

‘‘We don’t need to adopt a 
program this strict,” Bedell 
said, “but it is at least a good 
point to begin our conversa- 
tion about change.” 

The heavily regimented 
school program created by dis- 
ciplinarian Lott during the last 
17 years instills learning as a 
top priority among the 
students. 

Probably one of the most 
startling elements of the 
Wesley Elementary curricu- 
lum (particularly in this non- 
reading generation of students 


nationally) is that fifth graders 
there read and enjoy works of 
dramatist William Shake- 
speare and novelist John 
Steinbeck. 

While critics of the program 
call it “old fashioned” with its 
rapid fire drills of repetition, 
supporters call it successful 
particularly in the area of edu- 
cational testing scores. 

It also has resulted in lower 
drop out rates and higher 
graduation and college entry 
scores. The program has also 
gained the support of the par- 
ents of the students, as is evi- 
denced by the clothing and 
demeanor of the students in 
the classrooms. 

The teaching concept is 
sure to draw fire from some 
teachers and parents, but local 
educational leaders say 
“maybe that is what it takes to 
create positive change."

Growth and change accom- 
panied the closing of Alex’s 
Restaurant, formerly sand- 
wiched between adjoining por- 
tions of Jack Demmer’s car lot 
on Michigan Avenue in Wayne. 

The owner, Paul Mazaris, 
moved his restaurant to a new 
location at 38910 Michigan 
Ave. at John Hix, and took on a 
new identity as the Garden 
Patch, which opened Aug. 1. 

“A lot of customers followed 
us and a lot don’t know,” Mike 
Zeidan said. 

“We like the city of Wayne. 
It’s a good, small town commu- 
nity with a lot of good people 
and helpful city officials,” 
Zeidan said. 

“If anyone is dissatisfied or 
upset from the move, we want 
to have another chance to 
show them the difference,” 
Zeidan added. 

The owner, Paul Mazaris, 
has been in the restaurant 
business for 30 years. The Gar- 
den Patch’s new location has 
three times as many counters 
than the old restaurant and is 
planning an expansion to have 
a dining room for parties, as 
well. 

Among the many changes 
which have occurred since the 
move, a new menu was intro- 
duced Sept. 1. The menu is a 
combination of the new and 
the old. Carry out menus will 
be available in a couple of 
weeks.

This is notable considering there are currently in 
excess of 5,000 injection and disposal wells, consist- 
ing of 29 Class I (hazardous) waste wells and 55 
Class I waste wells, with the remainder being Class 
II through Class IV injection and disposal wells.” 
Province of Alberta, Canada. 

“First and foremost, it should be noted that there 
is no evidence that any potentially usable ground 
water has been contaminated by a Class I well oper- 
ated in Ohio,” according to state officials. 

“Although thousands of injection wells are lo- 
cated in California, in which billions of barrels are 
injected each year, the Division’s UIC program has 
been successful in preventing contamination of any 
underground source of drinking water,” according 
to the state of California. 

“Class I injection wells have been regulated by 
the Texas Water Commission and its predecessor 
agencies over the last four decades, with an excel- 
lent record of environmental protection, un- 
equaled by other forms of land disposal,” according 
to the state of Texas.

Trucks will be limited to 20 per day on weekdays 
and six on Saturdays. The strictly enforced truck 
route will be 1-275 to Eureka Road to Wayne Road 
to Northline Road to the facility.

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Murder victim's mother can't forget

The days and months have not washed 
away a mother’s tears whose daughter was 
the victim in a double homicide nearly a 
year ago. 

“Over and over again I ask myself 
‘why,’” says Johnnie Tate, whose daughter, 
Valerie Yvette Noel Tate was shot and 
killed on March 28, 1993 in her home in 
Sumpter Township. 

“Valerie would give her shirt off her 
back to anyone who needed it In fact, the 
person who killed her needed $50 a couple 
of days before he shot her to death and my 
Valerie told him ‘Come on over.’ And she 
gave him the money,” she said. 

“Why would he kill her?” 

Even the killer, Dossie Lee Gulley, 19, of 
Superior Township, who was later con- 
victed on two counts of first-degree mur- 
der, did not have an answer. 

He shot Valerie between the eyes after 
she begged for mercy. 

“Someone asked him later why did you 
kill her - she always helped you, and that 
fool said he didn’t know why.” 

A 1985 graduate of Inkster High School, 
the almond-eyed, attractive Valerie Tate 
always saw the good in people - never the 
bad. 

“If anyone needed something - anything 
- she would help provide it if she could,” 
said Tate, unsuccessfully trying to hold 
back her tears. 

According to the story published in the 
Belleville Enterprise at the time, Gulley was 
apparently blinded by jealousy when he 
entered Valerie’s home on Oakville-Waltz, 
between Martinsville and Sumpter Roads. 
He confronted "Valerie and a second per- 
son, Kevin Searcy, in the house that Val- 
erie rented and after an altercation with 
Searcy, Gulley pulled a gun from his waist 
and shot the two dead. 

He then jumped in his car and raced 
away from the murder scene. He was cau- 
ght after a police chase when he lost con- 
trol of his vehicle and slammed the car 
into some brushes. 

At the time, Sumpter Police Chief Clin-

ton Brown said that Valerie was an inno- 
cent bystander in a tragic chain of events. 

“Valerie was just a friend,” the police 
chief added. 

A friend who forfeited her young life 
because she apparently befriended peo- 
ple who returned the kindness with 
bullets. 

Valerie also left three small children, 
Cody, 5; Lynita, 6; and Andrew, 8 to be 
cared for by her loved ones. 

“I have Lynita,” says Johnnie Tate. “She 
is the splitting image of my daughter when 
she was her age. The boys are being 
watched over by loved ones.” 

Tate went on to say that Valerie’s life 
may have been short, “but she touched so 
many people. 

“I don’t know why the Lord took her 
from us when He did - she would have 
been 26 on Nov. 10, but I hope that the 
mothers who read this will remember to 
hug their children and love them, because 
you really don’t know if they will be here 
tomorrow.”

Retiree prompted

Police investigate rock cocaine deal turned 
sour, dealer shoots Inkster resident in the back

An apparent craving for rock cocaine nearly 
cost a 34-year-old man his life early Wednesday 
morning. 

The man. an Inkster resident stumbled into 
the breezeway at the Inkster Police Department 
and told a police employee he had been shot in 
the back after refusing to purchase drugs from 
someone who flagged his car down. 

“To protect the victim, we are not releasing his 
name or his whereabouts at this time,” said Inks- 
ter Detective James Vergona, who is in charge of 
the investigation. “We would appreciate any help 


in finding the culprit or culprits involved in this 
attempted murder.” 

Police reports indicate the wounded man was 
in the area of Spruce and Pine streets in the 
southeast section of the city which has earned 
notoriety as a high drug trafficking area. 

According to an Inkster police report, the vic- 
tim was flagged down by a would-be drug dealer 
and they allegedly began to negotiate for drugs. 

The drug-dealer was described by the victim as 
a black male, approximately 6-feet tall and wea- 
ring a dark ski cap and a blue jogging suit. He 
approached the vehicle and produced the 
cocaine. 

The alleged consumer didn’t like what he saw. 


and he attempted to give the suspected rock back 
to the dealer. 

The victim told investigating officers that he 
told the dealer that “didn't want the drugs,” and 
started to drive away. 

However, as he pulled away, the victim said 
that the irate drug dealer produced a handgun 
and fired one shot. 

The bullet pierced the rear window on the 
driver’s side and struck the driver in the back. 

Despite the bullet hole in his back, the 
wounded driver managed to remain in control of 
his vehicle and drove the three miles to the Inks-

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Inkster man guilty of shooting 27 rounds at home

A 25-year-old Inkster man, 
who was charged with pump- 
ing 27 shots from his assault 
rifle into a Romulus home oc- 
cupied by five persons, faces 
90 days in jail after Recorders 


Court Judge Cynthia Hathaway 
found him guilty of only a 
misdemeanor. 

Daryl Grandberry of Inkster 
was arrested on Jan. 28. 1994 
by Romulus detectives and 
charged with assault with in- 
tent to murder and felony fire- 
arm violations for reportedly 


firing the shots into a Romulus 
home at 35096 Ecorse Road at 
11:25 p.m. Oct. 27, 193, police 
said. 

Hathaway concluded the 
one-day bench trial by ruling 
Grandberry was guilty of care- 
less discharge of a firearm. 

Detective Lt. Kenneth 


Kraus said the home owner, 
William Scott, and four other 
family members were in the 
home when the gunfire took 
place, but no one was injured. 

Scott, who has since died of 
natural causes, had testified 
one of the shots passed over 
his head, while traveling the 


full length of the house. 

A three-month investigation 
led to Grandberrry’s arrest 
and the confiscation of his 
SKS-7.62 calibre semi-auto- 
matic rifle. Kraus said tests 
positively revealed that the ri- 
fle was the weapon used in the 
shooting. 


Police report that the shoot- 
ing was in retaliation for 
Scott’s ordered towing of 
Grandberry’s vehicle earlier 
from the Ecorse address. 

Two vehicles also were 
heavily damaged during the 
shooting. They were a 1992 
Ford pickup truck

An ex-employee of a popu- 
lar Inkster go-go bar was 
bound over Wednesday to Re- 
corder’s Court to stand trial on 
armed robbery charges. 

Clarence Lake, employed at 
Bogart’s Lounge on Michigan 
Avenue as a janitor at the bar, 
is accused of stealing about 
$12,000 from the lounge and 
concocting a story that he had 
been robbed by three men who 
had forced their way into the 


building. 

Contradictions in his story 
to Inkster police led investiga- 
tors to believe that Lake had 
been involved in the holdup. 

"We are still looking for the 
three men who we believe are 
co- conspirators in this case,” 
said Inkster Detective Richard 
Rashad. “The defendant, we 
believe masterminded this 
robbery.” 

Rashad said that the defen- 
dant’s wife, Nicole, wound up 
testifying in the case after she 
was called by the defense.

We believe that she didn’t help 
the defense’s case any.” 


Nicole Lake is not a suspect 
in the robbery, according to 
Rashad, although she had 
been working the night that 
the alleged armed robbery 


took place. 

In the original police re- 
port, filed Jan. 27, Nicole Lake 
told police that she was in the 
hallway near the back door 
when the robbers forced their 
way into the building. She said 
that the robbers threatened to 
kill her, taped her hands and 
mouth and sat her at a desk. 

According to that report, the 
robbers told the Lakes to show 
them were the office safe was 
and they obliged. The robbers 
then proceeded to loot the safe 
of its contents and stuffed the 


bills in a duffle bag. 

“Our investigation pointed 
to the fact that Clarence Lake 
played a major role in this rob- 
bery, therefore he was ar- 
rested,” said Rashad. 

Judge Sylvia James found 
that there was enough evi- 
dence presented by the assis- 
tant Wayne County Prosecutor 
to bind Clarence Lake over for 
trial. Lake’s bond, however, 
was reduced from $35,000 to 
$15,000. His arraignment in the 
Recorder’s Court will take 
place at 9 a.m. March 29. 


Deep well attorney retracts settling for non-hazardous liquid

The new attorney for the 
controversial Environmental 
Disposal Systems deep well 
project last week retracted the 
idea that EDS would settle for 
only a non-hazardous liquid 
injection system in the future. 

Attorney Laurence Ternan 
told the five member Romulus 
Zoning Board of Appeals mem- 
bers Wednesday night that if 
the EDS wins city approval for 
its non-hazardous well opera- 
tions, it then would file with 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency to accept hazardous 
liquid waste. That secondary 
process would take another 
two years. 

The Wednesday night meet- 
ing got off to a rocky start, as 
special City Attorney Steven 
Winters complained that Ter- 
nan was entering previously 
unannounced witnesses and 


written testimony into the ZBA 
hearing. 

ZBA Chairman Norman 
McLenon allowed verbal testi- 
mony from the witnesses and 
said they may be asked to re- 
turn at the next meeting, 
March 22, to face questioning 
from the team of city lawyers 
on either their verbal testi- 
mony or the written EDS 
packet that was presented at 
the hearing. 

McLenon said the EDS 
packet information was “too 
much (for the board) to digest 
at the Wednesday night 
meeting.” 

The new EDS attorney said 
the witnesses were called to 
answer areas of concern 
raised by citizens last Novem- 
ber, after any witness lists 
were exchanged. 

Ternan later created a stir 
among well protesters when 
he offered a clarification of 
EDS intentions on long term 


operations of the injection 
well. 

Teman said the former EDS 
attorney Norman Hyman had 
stated before the board that 
EDS would amend its applica- 
tion to seek only a non- haz- 
ardous use of the well. 

He explained that EDS 
would like that testimony 
amended and returned to leav- 
ing the option for EDS to later 
seek a hazardous permit. 

The EDS attorney then told 
the ZBA that he didn’t see the 
question of what types of ele- 
ments were to be injected into 
the well as a relevant issue in 
this hearing. 

Sensing his statement was 
causing a problem with the 
zoning board, Ternan said 
“possibly I stated the issue too 
harshly.” 

He added that he feel that 
the key issue is how the injec- 
tion well is to be operated 
safely. 


Citizen protesters then be- 
gan noisily waving their anti- 
well posters, causing McLenon 
to direct, “I have no problem 
with you holding up your signs, 
but refrain from disrupting the 
testimony.” 

An unidentified member of 
the audience then jumped up 
and shouted, “I can’t handle 
that... I’m going home to watch 
OJ” (referring to the Simpson 
murder trial). 

New EDS Vice President 
Austin Marshall, a 20-year vet- 
eran of handling hazardous 
waste transportation issues, 
then provided extensive testi- 
mony on the EDS transporta- 
tion and on-site operations 
plans. 

He stressed double piping 
plans, quality trucking opera- 
tions and multiple safety ef- 
forts in the case of hazardous 
liquid spills. 

At each level of his talk, 


Sumpter wins first round in lawsuit

The money is necessary for the 
township to complete the bulk 
of its sanitary sewer system 
and other infrastructure 
improvements. 

Sumpter Supervisor Marvin 
Banotai said he feels that 
Judge Rashid’s actions will al- 
low the landfill to expand its 
capacity from 21 to 37 million

can was impressed with the 
quick response efforts of the 
American Red Cross. 

Duncan was motivated to 
give a helping hand during 
clean-up efforts, but the Red 
Cross turned him down. He 
was not qualified to help be- 
cause he hadn’t been properly 
trained to work on disasters. 
He was encouraged to give the 
Red Cross a call when he re- 
turned to Michigan. 

“I understood what they 
were saying, it was just frus- 
trating.” said Duncan. 

For more than a year now, 
Duncan has been a trained vol- 
unteer for the Southeastern 
Michigan Chapter of the Red 
Cross. His responsibilities in- 
clude being on call two days a 
week for local emergencies as 
a disaster services volunteer. 

“I work two 12-hour shifts 
with three other volunteer 
team members from the metro 
area on fire or storm calls,’ 
said Duncan. 

The support he and his 
other team members offer are 
usually for families that have 
been affected by a fire and re 
quire food, shelter and 
clothing. 

Duncan's training includes 


mass care, family services, and 
damage assessments. He is 
also a member of the Red 
Cross Disaster Action Team 
(DAT). 

The retired volunteer was 
able to use his skills he ac- 
quired through DAT training 
and assist the Coast Guard 
with an oil spill in the Detroit 
River. 

In addition to his volunteer- 
ing during the week he also is 
on call for 24-hour periods on 
the weekends and drives a 
truck that transports blood col- 
lections to donation sites. 

“I drive cancer and kidney 
dialysis patients to and from 
treatment, as well as blood do- 
nors to and from their homes,” 
said Duncan. 

Both r..*xan and his wife, 
Barbara, volunteer their free 
time and skills. Barbara works 
in shelters throughout the 
community.

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Senator offers crime prevention suggestions 


Senator Loren Bennett ad 
dressed his colleagues last 
week in a speech titled, 
“Crime Prevention Week: A 
Time for Citizens to Renew 
Personal Efforts and Commit- 
ment to Preventing Crime. 

“Michigan recognizes the 
importance of law and order 
during Crime Prevention 
Week, and 1 am using this op- 
portunity to encourage constit- 
uents in my district to take the 
extra precautions necessary to 
assist in the prevention of 
crime in our area,” the senator 
said. “Sadly, statistics show 
that nearly every American 
will be affected by crime 
sometime in their life, whether 
directly or indirectly by asso- 
ciation with a crime victim. 

“In recent years the Legisla- 
ture has passed tougher sen 


tencing guidelines and 
enacted new laws focusing 
more on the rights of victims 
and correcting the injustices 
of our justice system. They 
have worked to ensure consec- 
utive versus concurrent sen- 
tencing, the abolishment of 
early parole for violent of- 
fenders, the notification of for 
mer victims upon a criminal’s 
release, and the enactment of 
new crimes such as stalking 
and home invasion,” said 
Bennett. 

Current issues facing the 
legislature this year include 
prison reform, bail reform, car 
jacking and prison privatiza- 
tion, among other important 
measures. 

“However, now is when I’d 
like to remind every individ- 
ual how you can rssist federal, 


state and local government in 
the fight against crime. You 
can help by observing simple, 
but ofl-neglected safety mea- 
sures, such as making sure 
doors and windows are se- 
curely locked - even when 
family members are at home 
and during the day - including 
garages and other outlying 
buildings and vehicles. Homes 
should be well lit at night and 
trusted neighbors, as well as 
local law enforcement offi- 
cials, notified when you’ll be 
away. Removing the tempta- 
tion for crime opportunities 
ensures your personal safety 
more than can be calculated,” 
Bennett said. 

“Other recommendations 
include educating your chil- 
dren very early on with mes- 
sages of safety-not to answer 


the door to strangers nor admit 
callers when an adult is not at 
home. Children should report 
immediately to parents, 
teachers or other figures of au- 
thority any approaches by 
strangers en route to school 
and home, or during time 
spent on the playground or at 
the park with friends," the sen 
ator said. 

Safety tips for nearly any sit 
uation and for educating indi- 
viduals of various ages, 
including adults, may be ob- 
tained through your local law 
enforcement agencies. 

To become even more in- 
volved, ask how you can partic- 
ipate in local programs such as 
Crime Stoppers and Neighbor- 
hood Watch. 

“I want to reiterate, while 
the costs of crime upon our so- 


ciety have reached outrageous 
proportions and with tougher 
sentencing guidelines, prison 
overcrowding and its associ- 
ated costs have also become an 
issue - there is nothing that 
can save both taxpayers and 
victims as much as prevention. 
If the crime does not occur, 
neither does the agony experi- 
enced by victims and their 
families,” the senator said. 
“Innocent citizens should not 
live in fear in their own neigh- 
borhoods and the Legislature 
is doing everything it can to al 
leviate the dangers of crimi- 
nals and the activities of 
gangs.” 

In the meantime, “an ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure,” may sound like a cli- 
che, but it still rings true, espe- 
cially when considered in

relation to your own family. 
Please join me in my efforts to 
make our neighborhoods more 
safe,” Bennett concluded.

1) He declared the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
source’s recent amendment of 
Wayne County’s solid waste 
plan null and void because it 
unconstitutionally required 
that 75 percent of the trash 
originate in- state. The amend- 
ment had given the green light 
to the expansion, provoking 
Wayne County to obtain the re- 
straining order. 

2) He ordered the DNR to 
decide, by March 20, if the ex- 
pansion complies with the 
state’s 1990 solid waste act. 
Previously, the DNR has ruled 


i 


that the expansion was in 
compliance. 

3) He set a March 20 hear- 
ing, at which time he will OK 
the expansion if the DNR once 
again finds the expansion 
plans in compliance. 

Banotai was pleased by 
judge’s order. 

“I feel good that the expan- 
sion is going back to the DNR 
because in December they is- 
sued a letter that said that the 
expansion was in compliance.” 

Another reason for confi- 
dence is the DNR’s status in 
the suit. Sumpter and the DNR 
are co-defendents. 

However, whatever the 
Judge rules, both sides have 
said that they would appeal. 


How the county will finance 
an appeal or counterappeal is 
unclear because the County 
Commission has not agreed to 
pay legal expenses, according 
to County Commissioner Bruce 
Patterson (R-Canton).

But the com- 
missioners refused to approve 
any more funding, despite 
Wayne corporation attorney 
Jennifer Gronholm’s request 
for an additional $60,000.
